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Royal Corinthian Club House, Port Victoria. This 
is near the Swatchway, a narrow short cut between the Isle 
of Grain and the Nore Sand. It is a red roofed building 
somewhat in the Swiss style, about whose front cluster 
dozens of racing boats and cruisers, each one a travelling 
constellation at night. A little further on comes the boom 
and the great coal-hulks, and then the hulls of the battle¬ 
ships. 
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
